And if 
the Church-wardens, or Side-men will not do their Duty 
herein; yet the Miniſter of every Ragifh, (or in his ab- 
ſence the Curate) may, and — — ſuch Perſons, 
and Things as want due Reformation; fonupon them is the 
chief Care incumbent of n Wickedneſs, 
and all Irregularities in their Pariſhes. let all of both 
forts know aſſuredly, that as the Canſ&entious Diſcharge 
of their Duty herein is the next, and reaciaſt Mean, where 
by publick Diſorders and Offences me to be puniſh.
